miral Gerhardt Wagner, wartime 
chief of German naval operations, 
told the war crimes court today 
thai Germany had only 40 sub- 
marines when hoslilities broke oul, 
and half of them were no good for 
Atlanlic operations. 


Wagner testified for Grand Ad- 
miral Karl Doenitz. He presented 
Ihe thesis that the German navy 
was in no shape for war, and the 
ruthlessness of U-boat warfare de- 
veloped only from the necessity of 
countering the superior power of 
the allied navies.

cause a headache, stomach cramps, 
and muscle lermors, although suit

symptoms. 


All the chemical reactions of the 


body take place in watery .solu- 
tion.

surface. Water is of value in the 
healing of wounds. 


FOOD CpNTAINS WATER 


There is a great deal of water 


in our food, 
for most

Milk is 85 per cent water. Many 
moats and lish are composed of a 
total ol from 50 to G5 per cent 
watoJ'.

said. A heavy infection may des- 
troy all the plant leaves, resulting 
in loss of the plant or enough leaves 
so that the fruit will be subject to 
sunscald. 


Usually recognized by the circu- 


lar, blown or gray spots on the 
leaves or cankers on the stems, 
the disease may be controlled fair- 
ly well by spraying or dusting 
with various 
copper tungiciclcs. 
The home demonstration " agent 
suggested, Boraeaux mixture, cop- 
per-lime dust, or the insoluable or 
fixed copper sprays and dusts (cu- 
prous oxide, copper 
oxychloride 
and basic copper sulphate's.) 


Although a 4-4-50 Bordeaux mix- 


ture is trie most effective against 
leaf blight, it may cause a "delay 
in ripening, she pointed out, and 
dm ing extremely not weather may 
cause some injury to the plant. 
The fixed copper sprays and dusts 
are less effective, but are not as 
likely to result in njury. 


The reason for applying sprays 


or dusts is to have tnc plants thor- 
oughly covered at all times. The 
be repeated at 7- to 10-day intervals 
continued production of new fol- 
iage necessitates that applications 
throughout the season. 


Dry Bordeaux mixture may be 


purchased, and with the addition 
of water is ready to spray. Any 
gardener who wishes to make up 
her own solution, the following are 
directions for making a 3-gallon 
mixture: Dissolve one-fourth pound 
of Milestone (copper sulphate) ei- 
ther in the powdered crystal form 
or the large crystals in 3 gallons 
of water. Use a wooden tub or an 
eaitherware crock. Do not use gal- 
vanized buckets or tubs. Stir un- 
til all the bluestone is dissolved. 
Then, while stirring, slowly add 5 
ounces of hydrated lime. The mix- 
ture is then ready for use.

This 
type of fence is never seen in this 
part of the country so I have no 
riatlcrn near here to follow.

Road, Cumberland Center, Me.." 
'',1 Mr. Huskcll, young enough to be 
in the armed forces, is loo young to 
have seen 
the split-rail fences 


which must have existed in his 
native Maine just as 1 know they 
existed in the backwoods of all the 
rest of- the Northeast country. 


They were in northern Pcnnsyl 


•yania when I was a boy on a farm. 
And from my intimate knowledge 
of .them I don't see why the man 
.from Maine needs cither plan 01 
specifications in order to build one. 
You just cut down some trees, split 
them, and zig-zag your fence down 
he field. 
'. But Mr. Haskell doesn't really 
Want a split-mil fence. It's a ro- 
mantic idea — with some draw- 
backs that develop into hard man 
ual work. For instance, keeping i 
field clean when it is bounded by a 
rail fence means going into all the 
corners of the "zig-zag" with a 
brush-hook (heavy short scythe; 
find snipping off the sprouts tha 
. are threatening to become saplings 
Mr. Haskell may be one of those

many of the original rail-fences 
were early replaced with stone 
walls, because of the plentiful supp- 
ly of field-stone which had to be re- 
moved from the fields every Spring 
anyway. And I have seen stone 
fences in the South also, particular- 
ly along the Andrew Jackson high- 
Way leading north out of Nashville, 
Tcnn,, in the hills of Kentucky. 
The stone fence is an American 


','/,rt. About three and a half feel 
Wide at the base, tapering to about 
two and a half at the top, and app- 
roximately four feet high, it is put 
together with fitted stones, using no 
mortar. Unlike the split-rail fence 
the stone fence calls for a builder 
With a high degree of skill and ex- 
perience- We never built these our- 
selves, but called in a professional 
"stone man". We hauled the rock 
and he selected and fitted them. I 
have seen him cross a small stream 
with a fence, building culvert with 
arch to carry the weight of the 
,Jqnce above — all wilho'ut mortar.
